PETTIGREW PAVES WAY 
FUR THE ARRAIGNMENT 


Taft Commission’s Report Gives the 
Two Speakers an Opportunity 
To Write a Chapter of His- 
tory in Warm and 
Burning Words.

Washington, February 27.—(Special.)— 
The debate on the Philippine question de- 
veloped unexpected vigor in the senate 
today, the feature of it being the strong 
and vigorous speech of Senator Bacon 
against the Philippine proposition and 
some sensational disclosures by Senator 
Pettigrew, who asserted that the inspi- 
ration back of this particular legislation 
was the desire of certain people, promi- 
nent in the republican party. to get hold 
of the good things in the islands. He 
mentiqgwed by name Chairman Hull, of the 
house mmittee on military affairs, who 
is at the head of a Philippine development 
company, which claims superior advan- 
tages, and other republicans who are as- 
sociated with him. Senator Bacon, with- 
Out repeating these specific charges, show- 


ed from the Taft commission’s report 


that it is the desire of those hoping fox, 


valuable franchises in the Philippines 
that inspired the Taft commission's re- 
port and also the recommendation of the 
secretary of war upon which this pro- 
posed legislative action is based. He call- 
ed attention to the remarkable fact that 
in the year since this Spooner bil! was 
first introduced there had not been utter- 
ed a single word by a republican senator 
in advocacy of it or in its defense. His 
speech was a powerful and cutting ar- 
raignment of the republican party for its 
determination to coerce the senate in the 
adopition of this legislation which, in 
its original shape, was designed simply 
and:solely for the aid and comfort of the 
vultures that were ready to swoop down 
upon the good things in the Philippine 


- Sslands, and which in its amended shape 


As unnecessary, unprecedented and uncon- 
stitutional. | 
Worries the Republicans. 

The republican leaders were distinctly 
wottied by the vigor of Senator Bacon’s 
attack, for they feared it might possibly 
stir tip concerted action’ on the demo- 
cratic side of the chamber and they 
thought they had averted this by their 
shrewd manipulation. Charges made by 
some newspapers that the democrats have 
been bought off by promises of the pass- 
age of the river and harbor bill and by 
other means were not calculated to im- 
prove the situation. These publications 
charged that Senator Tillman had been 
persuaded to refrain from anything like 
prolonged opposition by a promfse that 
his appropriation of the South Carolina 
exposition should go through; that Sena- 
tors Cockrell and Vest had been silenced 
by the same sort of promise with regard 
to the St. Louis fair appropriation of 
$5,000,000; that Senator Morgan had been 
promised some legislation bearing on the 
preliminary stages of the Nicaragua ca- 
nal bill, and that other senators had 
been reached through their anxiety to see 


the river and harbor bill become a law. 


The democrats deny emphatically that 
they have been influenced by any of these 
considerations. Their attitude was set 
forth by Senator Jones in the interview he 
gave me yesterday. These charges, how- 
ever, have resulted in a more general 
opposition from the democrats than was 
expected. 

A good many house democrats are st'll 
working upon the senators. Thev arguc 
that after democratic senators have dem- 
onstrated theif ability to prevent legisla- 
tion, as they did in the matter of the 
shipping bill, the country will hold them 
responsible for this Philippine legislation, 
now that it is so clearly within their pow- 
er to prevent its enactment. There is lit- 
le doubt that a concerted fight on their 
part would force the withdrawal of this 
Cuban proposition. Most of the demo- 
cratic senators feel, however, that suc- 
cess in preventing action at this session 
would result in nothing else than delay 
of a month or two, and that such delay 
would accomplish no practical good. 

Bacon’s Remarks. 

In the senate today Mr. Teller gave no- 
tice of an amendment to the Philippine 
section as follows: 

That the constitution of the United 
States is hereby extended over and de- 
cared to be in force in the Philippine 
islands so far as the same or any pfro- 
vision thereof may be applicable. 

His purpose, he said, was to ascertain 
whether those who say the constitution 
does not extend over the Phiiippines are 
willing that it should .extend over the 
islands. He had no idea that the United 
States ever would surrender the Philippine 


islands, 

Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, said: “This 
amendment is the most pernicious and 
objectionable form of legislation which 
has been proposed since I have had 
any connection with the American con- 

ss.”’ 

Proceeding, he said he believed that 
it was the very worst legislation that 
had ever been attempted in the congress. 
He considered it as revolutionary and 
said that under no circumstances would 
he vote for it, or vote for a bill containing 
“such a provision. He would rather vote 
for ten subsidy bills than for this meas- 
ure. He considered our attitude toward 
China abnormal and illegal, and thought 
it most discreditable to congress that 
that body was about to adjourn without 


taking cognizance of the situation. He 
said we were in a state of war with 


China.

CUBANS ADOPT THE SCHEME 


Relations Between United States and 
Island. 


AGREE WITH TREATY OF PARIS 


Committee Makes Its Report and the 
Convention Adopts It—Only 
Three Dissenting Votes. 


Havana, February 27.—The constitu- 
tional convention remained in session un- 
til 3 o’clock this morning, completing the 
work of drawing Vp the clauses in the 
constitution referring to the relations 
between Cuba and the United States. 
The following resolutions were adopted: 

“1. The government of Cuba will not 
make a treaty or agreement with any 
foreign power which may compromise , 
or limit the inderendence of Cuba, or 
which may permit or authorize any power 
to obtain by means of colonization or for 
military or naval purposes, ar in any 
other manner, any foothold or authoritv 
or right over any portion of Cuba. 

“2. The government will not permit its 
territory to be used as a base of opera- 
tions for war against the United States 
or against any foreign nation. 

“3. The government of Cuba accepts 


} in its entirety the treaty of Paris, in 


which are affirmed the rights of Cuba, 
to the extent of the obligations which 
are explicitly indicated, in these, and 
especially those which the international 
law imposes for the protection of life 
and property, and substitutes itself for 
the United States in dhe pledge, which 
they assumed in that sense according to 
articles 12 and 162 of the treaty of Paris. 

“4, Cuba recognizes as legally valid all 
acts of the military government during 
the period of occupation, also the rights 
arisine out of them, in conformity with 
the joint resolution and the Foraker 
amendment and the existing laws of the 
country. 

“5. The governments of the United 
States and Cuba ought to regulate their 
commercial relations by means of a 
treaty based on reciprocity and with ten- 
dencies toward free trade in natural and 
manufactured products, mutually assur- 
ing ample special advantages in their 
respective markets.”’ 


WORKING FOR A SHORTER DAY. 


Bill for Eight Hcurs Passes Second 
Reading. 

London, February 27.—The house of 
commons today, after a lengthy debate. 
passed the second reading of the bill re- 
stricting the work of miners to eight 
hours daily by 212 to 199 votes. The bill 
is a private. medsur&~ The opponents of 
the restriction of the houfs of labor ‘in- 
sisted that such action would enormously 
enhance the price of coal. t 

Sir Alfred Hickman, conservative, said 
the country, during the past year, had 
had an object lesson of the effect on 
trade of dear coal. The British govern- 
ment had to buy bridges in America for 
Uganda, Egypt, and Burmah. The rail- 
roads bought rails in America, and even 
coal had to be imported into this coun- 
try. In the United States miners pro- 
duced 50 per cent more coal than they 
did in England, not because they were 


more skillful, but because they worked 
ten hours per day. 


MEMORIAL TO LATE QUEEN. 


Britons To Erect One in the City of 
London. 

London, February 27.—Public subscrip- 
tions will be asked for tomorrow for the 
erection of a memorial to Queen Victoria. 
The committce of cabinet ministers an 
former cabinet ministers, appointed by 
King Edward to consider fhe question of 
a memorial, has been decided that it shall 
be erected in London and be permanent 
and of a monumental character. The king 
approves of this. The committee is now 
taking the advice of notable persons as 
to precisely what would be appropriate. 


VERDI’S NEMAINS REMOVED. 


People Sang the Composer’s Own 
Music Over His Casket. 

Milan, February 27.—The remains of 
Giuseppe Verdi, the composer, were re- 
moved with much ceremony today from 
the cemetery to the Home of Age Mu- 
sicilans, founded .by Verdi. ‘Troops lined 
the route and an immense concourse of 
ceople witnessed the ceremony. A choir of 
several hundred voices sang one of Verdi's 
impressive compositions. A detachment 
of troops headed the procession, which in- 
cluded students and various other associ- 
ations. The hearse was followed by the 
count of Turin and the Gefman consul 
and representatives of France and Aus- 
tria, the mayor of Milan. the presidents 
of the senate and the chamber of depu- 
ties and delegates from those bodies and 
numerous other officials. 


WILL DISCUSS INDEMNITIES. 


Committee of the Ministers To Meet 
at Pekin Today. 


Pekin, February 27.~—Thé committee of 
the ministers met today to decide on the 
general basis of the indemnities to be 
discussed at the meeting of the ministers 
tomorrow. . ‘ 

The accounts of the fearful famine in 
the province of Shen Si, where horses are 
said to be dying for lack of food and wa. 
ter, are not believed here. It is thought 
the court ordered the publication of these 
reports in order to frighten off the expe- 
dition threatened. 


THEY RECOMMENDED SILVELA. 


Presidents of Spanish Senate and 
Chamber Confer with Queen. 
Madrid, February 27.—The queen re- 
gent today consulted with the presidents 
of the senate and chamber, and both of 
these officials advised her majesty to en- 
trust Senor Silvela with the work of 
forming a cabinet. Senors Silvela and 
Sagasta afterwards were also consulted.

New York, February 27.—It was given 
out today by the committee of fifteen that 
John McCullagh, state superintendent of 
elections, and formerly chief of police 
of New York, was the man employed by 
the committee to gather evidence concern- 
ing gambling in this city and that he had 
organized last night's raids.

VETERANS NOT IN PARADE 


They Will Not Take Part in the 
Inauguration. 


SICKLES RESIGNS AS MARSHAL 


Grand Army Men and Spanish- 
American Vets Did Not Like 
Place Assigned Them. 


Washington, February 27.—Veteran or- 
ganizations of the civil and Spanish wars 
have officially declined to participate in 
the inaugural parade on March 4th. The 
decision affects organizations in the 
Grand Army of the Republic, the Union 
Veterans’ Union and the Spanish War 
Veterans. The dissatisfaction of the vet- 
erans with the place assigned them in the 
parade is responsible for today’s action. 
It was their wish to act as the personal 
escort of the president. Grand Marshal 
Green, on the contrary, assigned them to 
a position in the line ahead of the civil 
organizations and fo:lowing the national 
guard. 

Gereral Daniel Sickles today notified 
General Green that the veterans had de- 
clined to participate in the parade and 
tendered his resignation as marshal of the 
veteran division.

MKINLEY ALONE CAN TRANSACT BUSINESS 
WITH THE PHILIPPINES DURING RECESS 


The Philippine amendment, as agreed to In the senate, and which Senators Bacon and Pettigrew so fiercely oppos- 
ed, makes the president practically a dictator of the archipelago. It reads: 


All military, civil and judicial powers necessary to govern the Philippine 


islands, acquired 


from Spain by the treaties concluded at Paris on the 10th day of December, 1898, and at Washington on 
the 7th day of November, 1900, shall, until otherwise ‘pfovided by congress, be vested in such manner as 
the president of the United States shall direct, for the establishment of civil government and for main- 
taining and protecting the inhabitants of said islands im the free enjoyment of their liberty, property 


and religion. 


Provided, that all franchises granted under the authority hereof shall contain a reservation of 


the right to alter, amend or repeal the same.

Until a permanent government shall havebeen established in said- archipelago full reports shall 
be made to congress on or before the first day of mach regular session of all legislative acts and proceed- 


ings of the temporary government instituted un 


provisions hereof; and full reports, of ‘the acts, 


doings of said government, and as to the condition of the archipelago and of its people shall be made to 
the president, including all information which may be useful to the congress in providing a more per- 


manent government. 


Provided, that no sale or lease or other disposition of the public lands or the timber thereon, or the 
mining rights therein, shall be made; and, providing that zo franchise shall be granted which is not ap- 
proved by the president of the United States and is not, in his judgment, clearly necessary for the imme- 
diate government of the islands and indispensable for the interest of the people thereof, and which can- 
not, without great public mischief be postponed until the establishment of permanent civil government; 
and all such frunchises shall terminate one year after the establishment of such permanent civil gov-

It has 18,309 coke ovens, 70,830 
acres of coal lands and about 30,000 acres 
of surface lands in the coal region. Its 
lake fleet will number sixty-six vessels. 
When the Rockefeller ore and vessel in- 
terests are absorbed, which it is said will 
probably be done jJater, the iron ore ca- 
pacity will be increased about 2,000,000 
tons a year and the number of lake ves- 
sels by fifty-nine, making 125 large ore 

carriers fn all. 

A conservative: estimate of the number 
of men employed by the companies vari- 
ous interests puts it at 125,000.'The ca- 
pacity of the consolidation’s seventy- 
eight blast furnaces is upward of 6,500,000 
tons of pig iron a year, or half the pig 
iron output of the United States in 1900. 


How the Big Deal Was Made. 

New York, February 27.—The Times 
says: 

“J. Pierpont Morgan. while in his office, 
said, after he had read a Boston publica- 
tion which contained an article entitled 
‘The United States Steel Corporation— 
A Unification of Great Interests’—‘that {Is 
the best statement of the situation that 
has yet come to my notice. Had I writ- 
ten it myself I could not have stated the 
situation better.’ ”’ Part 

The article makes the following state- 
ment, which 45. the first authentic admte- 
sion of the questions “which brought the 
consolidation about: 

“‘Mr. Andrew Carnegie recently threat- 
ened to duplicate the mills of various 
makers of finished productions because 
enough raw material was not being pur- 
chased from his mills. The companies 
making the finished productions threaten- 
ed retaliation into the Carnegie field with 
a result that a sort of industrial chaos 
was threatened in the steel and iron 
trades and in the security markets of this 
ecountry.”’ 

How Mr. Morgan was brought into the 
matter is stated as follows: 

“Mr. Carnegie said he must progress or 
go out of business. Other interests say 
they do the same thing. Mr. J. P. Mor- 
gan was asked to furnish some plan of 
solution, With great reluctance he toor 
hold of the situation. Before proceeding, 
however, Mr. Morgan demanded that 
$200,000,000 should be promised him by re- 
sponsible banking and financial interests 
should so much money be needed. The 
money was promised and Mr. Morgan set 
to work. Mr. Carnegie had the largest 
plant and the #trongest position and nam- 
ed his terms of sale. He, however, signi- 
filed his willingness to take securities in 
lieu of cash, and negotiations proceeded 
very rapidly.”’ 


MATTER TO COME TO COURTS. 


Venezuelan Dispute To Be Left to 
Law. 

Washington, February 27.—Through an 
unofficial but probably reliable source, 
news has reached here to the effect that 
the issue has been made up between the 
two rival asphalt concerns in Venezuela 
and a trial will soon be laid before the 
courts there. According to the statement, 
the issue was made by the appearance 
upon La Felicidad, where it is worked by 
the New York.and Bermuda Company, 
sent in by the Warner-Quinlan syndicate. 
These were ejected and the Warner Quin- 
lan people immediately brought action in 
the courts. 

Counsel for the Warner-Quinlan asphalt 
syndicate today appeared at the state de- 
partment and submitted another brief in 
support of their claims to La Felicidad 
concession. It alleges the United States 
has departed from well-established na- 
tional law, and adopted unwarranted su- 
pervisory power over this contention rel- 
ative to property within the borders of 
Venezuela between two American citizens. 
It says Minister Loomis should not be 
selected as arbitrator. 


BELL TELEPHONE. 


AGAINST 


Decision of Judge Brown in Eerliner 
Patent Case. 

Boston, February 27.—Judge Brown, of 
the United States circuit court, has de- 
cidéd against the Arnericen Bell Tele- 
phone Company in the famous Berliner 
patent case. 

The suits were the Bell Company 
against the National Telephone Mannufac- 
turing Company and same against the 
Century Telephone Company, brought to 
restrain respondents from seliing, using 
or making telephones or telephonic appa- 
ratus with the microphone attachment 
and to account to the Bell Company for 
past use, manufacture and sales by al- 
leged infringement grounds. The patent 
expires November 17, 198. The defense 
elleged the invalidity of the patent, its 
lack of invention, anticipation and non- 
patentability. 

It is understood that the case will be 
appealed to the Uited States supreme 
court,

New York, February 27.—At a dinner to 
Judge Charles H. Truax, president of the 
Manhattan Club, at the club tonight for- 
mer Senator David. B. Hill said: 


“I have heard from every section, of 
the country, and believe we will get to- 
gether and win victories for the grand 
old democratic party hitherto unheard of. 
Let this splendid club be a rallying cen- 
ter. There is now more than ever need 
for true democracy. I am proud to de 
a member of this club and the party 
which has produced a Thomas Jefferson, 
the founder of the principles of true 
democracy. I believe in a strict construc- 
tion of the constitution and the rights 
of the state—not in the centralization of 
power in Washington, and home rule in 
municipal politics. I want economy in ex- 
penditures. I believe in maintaining the 
government's credit at all times, and on 
this point there is no division in the party. 
Let us wage war against centralization of 
government and I am confident we will 
win a great and glorious victory in the 
near future.”’ 


ARE MAKING GOOD HEADWAY. 


Republican Conferees on Revenue 
Reductions Coming to Terms. 
Washington, February 27.—The republi- 
can conferees on the revenue reduction 
bill have reached an agreement on many 
of the items in controversy, in addition 
to those on beer, tobacco, bank checks 
and medicines, heretofore given. The 
house provision repealing the tax on in- 
surance policies, life and fire, are re- 

tained. 

The senate provision regarding convey- 
ances of real estate, etc., are preferred 
over those of the house, which made a 
complete repeal of all taxes on convey-~- 
- grices. "Phe senate provision exempts con- 
veyances under $2,500 and imposes @ tax 
of 2% cents for each $600 over $2,500. The 
numerous special taxes on theaters, cir- 
cuses and exhibitions are taken off, as 
provided by the house, Beside the com- 
promise of 9.60 cents on tobacco, the cigar 
rates come in for much discussion, but 
owing to some question as to the mghts 
of the conferees over this item, the rate 
on cigars probably will remain at $3 per 
1,000. 

The understanding thus far reached is 
looked upon as likely to be final, although 
the conferees themselves say that no for- 
mal agreement has yet been arrived at, 
and it will not be until the democratic 
conferees are called in that a final agree- 
ment can be made. 

The $3 rate on cigars is that fixed by 
the house and is a repeal of the entire 60 
cents added for war purposes. The sen- 
ate proposition was to take off half of the 
60 cents, making the rate $3.30. 

A new proposition has been agreed upon 
as to the steamship tickets, the tax be- 
ing fixed at 50 cents on each $50 and & 
cents on each additional $50. There will 
be no tax on tickets under | $50. 


CUDAHY RECEIVES A LETTER,

Offers Made To Return Money Un- 
der Certain Condition. 
Chicago, February 27.—E. A. Cudahy, 
the Omaha packer, whose son was kid- 
naped to secure a reward of $25,000, is in 
receipt of an anonymous letter declar- 
ing that upon his assurance that the kid- 
napers will not be punished, all but $5,000 
of the ransom money will be returned 
to him. The:letter was mailed at Wau- 
kegan, Ill., yesterday and sent to Omaha, 
Mr. Cudahy was in Chicago today and 
received a transcript of the letter by tele- 

graph. 

“T do not know whether the letter is 
authentic or a hoax,” said Mr. Cudahy 
to a reporter. “I will pay no attentio 
to it and certainly have no intention o 
letting up.on these men. The writer or 
writers of the letter directed me, if agree- 
able to thelr proposition, to let them 
know by means of advertisements in 
newspapers of Omaha, Chicago and Mil- 
waukee, but I don’t believe they il 
ever have the pleasure of reading any- 
thing from me in the advertising columns 
of any paper.” 


GERMANS WANT MORE MONEY, 


They Want It for Operations in 
China. 

Berlin, February 27.—Supplementary es- 
timates were presented to the bundesrath 
today. They ask for an additional 120,- 
682,000 marks on account of China, of 
which 100,200,000 are for the army and Ii,- 
500,000 are for the navy. The memorandum 
of the government says the objects of the 
expedition are unchanged. The interven- 
tion of the powers has produced a slow, 
but steady improvement in the situation 
in China. Large military undertakings 
are no longer necessary, but small expe- 
ditions are operating to restore order. It 
is not permissible at present to reduce the 
German forces, owing to the military pres- 
sure which may be necessary in the fur- 
ther negotiations relating to the indem- 
nities. For that reason the maintenance 
of the expedition Is provided until Janu- 
ary 31, 1902, though probably part or the 
whole of the force will be withdrawn be- 
fore then. ' 

The sum of 100,000 marks is provided to 
acquire more ground around the German 
legation. <

At ten minutes to 7 o'clock this morning 
twelvé-year-old Conrad Aiken ran to. the 
police barracks in his bare feet and in- 
formed the sergeant on duty there that 
his father, Dr. W. F. Aiken, had shot his 
mother. Dr. Aiken's residence at 228 Ogle- 
thorpe avenue, east, is only a short dis- 
tance from the police station. Policeman 
J. H. Lang, who was dispatched, obtained 
access through the basement door. The 
little boy would not go into the room 
with his parents. The officer entered 
and, as the room was. dark, struck a 
match. Dr. Aiken was on the floor upon 
@ rug by the side of the bed. Mrs. Aiken 
Was on the bed. There was a wound 
made by a pistol bal] im the right tem- 
Ple of each. Both bodies were still warm. 
Dr. Thomas J. Chariton and Dr. Keller 
were sent for. 

Pistol Still in His Hand. 

The pistol was still grasped in Dr. 

en’s right hand. He had evidently 
his wife and then killed himself. 
children in the other room said 
heard their father counting ‘‘One, 
three!’ before each shot. 
’ The only people who were in the death 
chamber have their lips sealed forever. 
The little children were in the rear room 
and being very young cannot give a de- 
tailed account of the kill'ng. It ts clearly 
@ case in which the husband had shot his 
wife, and then, while the weapon was 
warm from the explosion of the cartridge, 
killed himself. 

Dr. Aiken and his wife were both well 
known and held in high esteem. Dr. 
Aiken was one of the lead’ ng eye, ear and 
thooat specialsts of the city ‘and had had 
a latge practice for several years.

Dr. Aiken was an inveterate smoker of 
cigarettés and contended that tobacco was 
no more injurious in this form than in 
others. He Was also of a highly nervous 
tempérament. He was not only a scien- 
tific man, but possessed literary tastes. 
In his room wntten on one of his pre- 
scription blanks in Dr. Aiken's hand- 
writing, Was found a poem, entitled ‘‘Iso- 
lation,’’ evidently written only a short 
time beforé his death, with anticipation 
of the “rest’’ which comes when ‘primal 
darkness’ closes around the soul.

Mrs. Moore, according to Booth's 
claims, used strong language to him, 
whereupon he laid his hand upon her 
shoulder and in turn was attacked by her 
with a needle, which she drove into his 
hand. He says he then seized her by the 
wrists and defended himself. 

Mrs. Moore, who is confined to her 
bed, could talk only just above a whisper. 
She emphatically denied having used any 
improper language to Booth.

The Gubernatorial Fight in Vir- 
ginia Is Now Becoming Inter- 
esting to the Voters as 
Well as to the As- 
pirants. 


Richmond, Va., February 27.—(Special.) 
The attitude of the labor people toward 
the respective candidates for governor is 
the all-absorbing feature of the guber- 
natorial race in Virginia just now. 

The publication of the report of the 
legislative board of the Order of Railway 
Employees declaring that Hon. Claude A. 
Swanson, one of the leading candidates 
for the high office, and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Echols, another aspirant, opposed 
the employees’ liability bill, which the 
railroad men sought in vain to have 
passed by the legislature last winter, and 
that Attorney General Montague, another 
candidate, championed the measure, cre- 
ated quite a sensation. But other equal- 
ly interesting developments have follow- 
ed.

HUGG ARE KILLED 


Texas Lepislature Stands Even 
on the Plan, 


TWO-THIRDS VOTE NEEDED 


Changs Contemplated Was Sweep- 
ing in Its Nature, and the 
Members Weuld Not 
Have It. 


Austin, Tex., February 27.—(Spectal.)— 
The famous “Hogg” amendments were 
killed this afternoon in the house of the 
Texas legislature by a vote of 49 for and 
49 against, requiring 86, or two-thirds 
vote of the house membership to pass 
them, 

These amendments, three in number. 
were in brief to have all railroad corpora- 
tions in the state examined into and 
placed in the hands of a receiver if neces- 
Sary to see that they scaled all fictitious 
stocks and bonds and reorganize under 
the supervision of the Texas railroad 
commission; to prohibit any free passes 
on railroads, and to prohibit lobbying. 
The considération of these amendments 
was attended with one of the strongest 
fights for the session and the victory of 
today’s vote has made the members of 
the third house extremely jubilant. 

Striking at the Oil Company. 

This morning in the house a bill was 
introduced by Representative McFall, re- 
voking the permit heretofore granted on 
the 3lst of May, 1900, to the Waters Pierce 
Oil Company to do business in this state 
and instructing the secretary of state to 
cancel the permit issued on said, date. 
The object of the bill is to revoke by 
legislative act any permit granted this 
company which occasioned such a row 
in Texas political circles and led to a 
legislative investigation of Congressman 
Bailey, who was charged as being in- 
strumenta! in securing the permit in ques- 
tion. The investigation resulted in the 
vindication of Mr. Bailey, but Mr. Mc- 
Fall now intends to hit directly at the 
company and if this bill becomes a law 
it will effectually banish the Waters 
Pierce Oil Company from Texas. 

A resolution was adopted calling ‘for 
information of the governor concerning 
the prize fight at Galveston on Monday 
night with a view of ascertaining what 
steps have been taken to arrest the guilty 
parties, y 

Guarding Widows’ Pensions. 

For some time there has been complaint 
that pension agents were shoving the 
claims of widows of Texas soldiers at an 
outrageous rate of interest, and with a 
view of suppressing the practice a resolu- 
tion was introduced in the house calling 
on the comptroller to pay no claims pre- 
sented by any of these agents, but it 
went over until tomorrow for considera- 
tion, as did the Invitation to Mrs. Nation 
to visit Texas, introduced yesterday. 

In the senate the finance committee re- 
ported the general appropriation sheet, 
carrying an appropriation of $5,400,000 for 
the ensuing two years. The bill granting 
special relief from taxation for fifteen 
years for the city of Galveston was made 
a special order for next Wednesday. 

A bill was introduced in the senate pro- 
hibiting pawn brokers from purchasing 
any goods from minors, 

A bill was introduced in the house 
making it compulsory for all persons be- 
tween the age of one and fifty years to be 
vaccinated and appropriating $10,000 to 
carry out the provisions of the act, pen- 
alty for violatiorreof this act is a fine of 
not less than five nor more than twenty 
dollars. 


PENSION BILL PASSES HOUSE. 


North Carolina Legislature Refuses 
To Draw Political Lines. 
Raleigh, N. C., February 27.—(Special.)— 
The pension bill passed the house today 
on its final reading by a vote of 90 to 0. 
The only amendment adopted is that all 
applicants for pensions are required to 
appear before the county pension boards 
July ist for examination as to physical 
disability. The bill carrtes nearly a hun- 
dred thousand additional for pensions.

Washington, February 27.—(Special.)— 
Attorney General Joe Terrell, who has 
been here on business befors the supreme 
court, says he found more aspiring gov- 
ernors here in Washington than he had 
believed could be found in the entire un- 
fon. He has been uniformly introduced 


| by his friends of the Georgia delegation 


as @ prominent candidate for governor of 
Georgia, and a large number of the mem- 
bers of congréss whom he has met have 
confided to him that they possessed aspi- 
rations in the same direction. 

Colonel Terrell was sitting at luncheon 
with a number of the Georgians in the 
house restaurant when Representative 
Swanson, of Virginia; Representative De- 
Graffenreid, of Teéxas; Representative 
Norton, of Ohio, and Representative Lan- 
dis, of Inuiana, joined the party. Each 
was introduced to Colonel Terrell as an 
aspirant for the governorship of his state. 

‘‘Well, see here,’’ said Georgia’s attor- 
ney general, turning to the Georgians at 
the table, ‘‘I hope this thing is not In the 
atmosphere of Washington and that none 
of you fellows have caught it.”’ 

One and all assured him they had not. 
Each man had some modest thing to say 
about the excellence of the present repre- 
sentative from his district and there 
seemed to be a general agreement upon 
the proposition that the attorney general 
need look for no opposing candidates 
among the congressmen from Georgla. 


In the gossip about possible democratic 
leadership in the mew congress, the name 
of one member of the Georgia delega- 
tion is frequently heard. That is Judge 
Maddox, of Rome. Nobody seems yet to 
know whether there will be a concerted 
fight against Major Richardson ,of Ten 
nessee, though there is @ renewal of the 
talk about Judge DeArmond, of Missourl; 
Colonel Bankhead, of Alabama, and other 
men who might, in case of a change, be 
chosen. 

There is some tendency to criticige Ma- 


jor Richardson but this is simply part of 
the fate of every idader of a minority. 
It is an easy thing for others to stand off 
and sav that he might have done differ- 
ently, but there is no agreement among 
the democrats as a whole upon any man 

ho, in their opinion, could have done 

tter under all the circumstances, That 
is, of course, with the exception of the 
agreement of a majority of them that 
their real leader is Bailey, of Texas. 
He. however, goes over to the senate, 
and from present indications there is 
none other of the active candidates who 
seems to possess any more strength than 
Major Richardson, if as much. 

However, so long as there is talk of a 
change, a good many people have looked 
upon Judge Maddox as a strong proba- 
ibluy. The judge was a hearty supporter 
of Major Richardson and has warm 
friends among all elements of the house 
democracy. There is a general belief that 
he possesses in a high degree the qualifi- 
cations necessary to house leadership and 
it is certainly among the possibilities that 
he would, in case of a: contest for the 
place, be the choice of the majority. 

The friends of Judge Bartlett are con- 
siderably worrieu over the slow progress 
he ig making in recovering from the at- 
tack of pneumonia which carried him to 
death’s door. It is now four weeks since 
he was first stricken down and while the 
pneumonia left him some time ago, he is 
still so weak that he has not been allowed 
to sit up in his bed. For a few days he 
was allowed to see visitors, but during 
the last two or three days his physicians 
have said it would be better for him to 
see nobody. There have been slight re- 
turns of fever, but fortunately these have 
been only temporary. Judge Bartlett does 
not, however, seem to regain his strength 
as rapidly as his friends had hoped, and 
it is possible that he will be an invalid 
for some time yét. 

While he is confined to his bed, his col- 
leagues are looking carefully after his in- 
terests and the people of the sixth dis- 
trict are not suffering from lack of at- 
tention in the matters demanding atten- 
tion before the department and in con- 
gress. But his colleagues miss him in the 
house and are deeply pained that he is 
kept upon a sick bed.

- BACON LASHES POLICY

that important as- it' was, far-reaching 
and revolutionary as it seemed to him, 
there had never been q@ sentence or line 
uttered in the senate in support or 
against the measure. He denounced as 
“coercion” the putting upon an appropri- 
ation measure in the closing hours of a 
session such propositions as the Philip- 
pine and Cuban amendments. They were 
clearly in violation of the rules of the 
senate and every senator, he said, who 
voted to place the Philippine amendment 
upon the bill knew that it was a “plain, 
distinct and undeniable violation of the 
rule.’’ 

Mr. Bacon denied that members opposed 
to the Philippine amendment had been in- 
fluenced to withdraw their opposition be- 
cause of appropriations-in-the river and 
harbor bill, which might be lost. He 
pointed out that there’ were 68,000,000 
acres of rich lands, on which there were 
rich mines and valuable timber. It was 
from “the plunderers and speculators 
who, like vultures, are hovering over 
that prostrate land,’’ that the 
demand ha come for Philip- 
pin: legislation to which the 
majority was about to respond. It was 
a rich quarry, he said, and the plunder- 
ers and vultures -were flocking to the 
land, not from America alone, but from 
other countries. He referred to a press 
telegram from Manila, which stated that 
Dr.. Kruger, the German consul there, 
had urged his government to request the 
German ambassador in Washington, 
diplomatically, to advance the passage, of 
the Spooner bill because it would improve 
the interests of certain German mining 
companies in the Philippines. 

The Georgia senator admitted that the 
amendment, which had been agreed to, 
placing restrictions upon the sale of 
public lands and the granting of fran- 
chises had destroyed practically the op- 
portunity of the ‘“‘plunderers and vul- 
tures,”’ but he insisted that they never- 
theless were the power that had brought 
forward the proposed legislation at this 
time. 

Further along Mr. Bacon read an As- 
sociated Press dispatch from Manila to 
show that the Filipinos were far from 
being pacified, and that the conditions 
were more serious in the islands than 
they were. represented as being by gov- 
ernment officials. 

Mr. Gallinger called Mr. Bacon’s atten- 
tion to a statement of the late Consul 
General Wildman, which contradicted the 
dispatch quoted. 

Mr. Bacon responded that with entire 
respect for the views of the consul gen- 
eral, he would much prefer to accept the 
statement of the Associated Press's rep- 
resentative, who was in the islands and 
in vosition to see for himself, than to 
take the word even’of Mr. Wildman, who 


was no nearer the Philippines than Hong 
Kong. 

Mr. Pettigrew made a vigorous attack 
upon the Philippine amendment, particu- 
larly declaring that it would encourage 
“jobs” and “‘schemes’’ for the advance- 
ment of the interests of those ‘‘on the in- 
side.”’ He referred to the organiza- 
tion of the Philippine lumber and de- 
velopment company, of which he said 
Representative J. A. T. Hull, chairman of 
the military affairs committee of the 
house was president, and Representative 
Dovenor, of West Virginia, was the at- 
torney. <A.son of Mr. Hull, he asserted, 
even now was in the Philippines looking 
after the interests of the company. 

Mr. Pettigrew then read from what he 
said were certified copies of correspon- 
dence which had passed between Major 
H. O. Heistand, of the adjutant gen- 
eral’s department of the army, and Ma- 
jor E. W. Hawkes, until recently an of- 
ficer in the volunteer service, relating to 
a company which had been organized for 
the development of the hemp industry 
in the Philippines. The letters indicated 
that this company was endeavoring to 
secure control of the hemp industry in the 
Philippines, and that Major Heistand 
was using his official position to advance 
the interests of the enterprise. 

Mr. Bacon briefly discussed the Cuban 
amendment, declared he could not vote 
for it. The Teller resolution, he said, was 
not a matter of sentiment, but a solemn 
assertion of our duty, made for our own 
Safety. The relations existing between 
this government and Cuba ought to be 
guarded against any irritation that might 
be created by any such amendment ds 
that proposed which was an ultimatum 
declaring that the people of Cuba were 
subject to the United States. 

In Contradiction to the Pledge. 


Mr, Jones, of Arkansas, said he would 
vote against the Cuban amendment be- 
cause it seemed to reserve the right of 
the United States to intervene in Cuban 
affairs whenever the government does not 
suit the purposes of the United States. 
This ‘was in direct contradiction tw our 
pledge to the people of Cuba. 

Mr. Hoar, of Massachysetts, expressed 
the conviction that a great change is go- 
ing on in the minds of the American peo- 
ple and of the republican party as to the 
policy to be pursued in the Philippines. 
“Our fathers did not penetrate into a po- 
sition their children cannot hold, he 
said, and he was satisfied that when the 
light should come they would be found 
to adhere to the great declaration of our 
independence. In view of this change of 
sentiment he considered it better to post- 
pone further discussion in order that the 
change might go on. 

Mr. Hoar presented documents signed 
by native Filipinos, whicn he said were

Filipinos Are Swearing by the 
United States Flag 


ASUINALOO'S UNCLE WI 


Stories from the Archiyglago Indi- 
cate That the Natives Are 
Fast Giving Up in the 
Bloody Struggle for 
Independence. 


Manila, February 27.—Pro-American 
sentiment is spreading in former insur- 
gent strongholds. Six hundred and sixty- 
five voluntarily took the oath of alle- 
giance at Camiling, province of Albay, 
at one,time reported as next to Luzon, 
the worst insurgent center, and 584 took 
the oath at Calamba. 

Captain Chase, with a detachment of 
the Twenty-first regiment, in a three 
days’ scouting expedition, dispersed 200 
insurgents and destroyed their~ main 
camp. 

Lieutenant James, with a detachmeyt 
of the Eighth infantry, raided a Ladrone 
rendezvous at Macquiling, island of Polo, 
killing two men, securing 175. prisoners 
and destroying twenty tons of rice and 
other insurgent supplies. 

The armored cruiser Brooklyn has re- 
turned here from Hong Kong. 

Additional evidence against Carman 
and Carranza, the merchants accused of 
dealing with the insurgents, has devel- 
oped. The investigation into the charges 
against him is being vigorously prose- 
cuted, 

Place for the Aguinaldo Family. 

Guiguninto, Province of Bulacan, P. L., 
February 27.—Jose Serapio, an uncle of 
Aguinaldo and formerly an _ insurgent 
colonel, has been appointed governor of 
Bulacan province. 

There were several candidates, includ- 
ing two army officers, but the United 
States commission was unanimously in 
favor of Serapio, who surrendered during 
General Lawton’s progress northward and 
who has since been such a consistent 
friend of the United States that Aguin- 
aldo published an order. degrading his 
uncle. 

There was considerable protest against 
Serapio’s appointment, chiefly from a 
delegation which-represented the interests 
of the friars. The commission announced 
that it had investigated the allegations 
made against Serapio:and found them to 
be untrue. 

Captain Greenough,‘ of the Forty-first 
regiment, was appointed treasurer, and 
Lieutenant. Wells, of the Thirty-second 
regiment, was appointed supervisor, 
The other officials appointed were na- 
tives. All the appointments practically 
were made on General Grant’s recom- 
mendations. 

Although by reputation Bulacan prov- 
ince is not the easiest to govern, all the 
local leaders and most of the inhabitants 
are now friendly to the United States. 
Bulacan was selected as the capital by 
the vote of the delegations. The ballot was 
the first free voting in the Philippines, 
excepting the town elections held under 
military orders. The delegates enjoyed 
it immensely. Judge Taft admonished 
the delegates that they must show their 
capability .of abiding by the suffrage. 

Judge Taft said nowhere had a milj- 
tary commander shown such benevolent 
consideration for the interests of the 
peonie as had General Grant. The ap- 
pointment of a native governor indicat- 
ed the commission’s confidence in Taga- 
logs. 

The concluding scene of the commis- 
sion’s visit to the province of Bulacan 
was most dramatic. General Grant pre- 
sented Serapio with a flag which once 
belonged to Grant’s father. The Fill- 
pinos received the flag enthusiastically. 
swore loyalty to the United States and 
cheered General Grant and the commis- 
sioners. 
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convincing evidence that those people 
were not savages. Mr. Hoar predicted 
that the proposed legislation would “wine 
out the last hope that the United States 
is to continue to work out its great ex- 
ample among the dawntrodden people of 
the rest of the world.” 

“You may,” he declaimed in conclusion. 
“talk about benevolent assimilation and 
use other honeyed phrases, but your act 
is pure, simple, undiluted, unchecked 
despotism.” 

Mr, Tillman, of South Carolina, declar- 
ed congress was about to abandon its 
prerogatives and turn ‘them over to an 
oligarchy—a new despotism—of five men 
to be appointed by the president. He de- 
clared by the Hoar amendment the 
‘teeth of the hyena which was about to 
tear out the vitals of the Filipinos would 
have been pulled.” He said that the 
president ought to be left with his pres- 
ent power—the war power—which he 
thought was ample and he urged that the 
committee amendment be voted down. 

Mr. ndsay, of Kentucky, made a 
brief argument against the Spooner Phil- 
ippine amendment. 

Mr, Culberson, of Texas, urged that the 
Philippine amendment was unconstitu- 
tional and made an argument in support 
of his opinion. 

The Cuban amendment he regarded as 
a violation of the faith of the United 
States as pledged in the Teller resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Mallory, of" Florida, opposed ‘“‘turn- 
ing upon the Filipino people a horde of 
carpet-baggers from this country.”’ 

Mr. Money, of Mississippi, discussed 
particularly the Cuban amendment, 
which, he, as a member of the commit- 
tee on relations with Cuba, assisted in 
preparing. 

A vote ‘was then taken Spon the amend- 
ment of Mr. Vest, providing that the ac- 
tion of this government or its officiais in 
the Philippines shall be subject to the 
constitution and laws of the United States 
so far as they are applicable. The amend- 
ment was rejected—25 to 4. 

Mr. Rawlins offered an amendment de- 
claring it not to be the purpose of the 
United States to hold permanent sov- 
ereignty over the Philippines, but only to 
the extent necessary to secure. their 
pacification and to establish a gtable gov- 
ernment. Rejected—2%.to 4. 

Mr. Bacon offered an:amendment to 
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limit the grant of power to March 4, 1904. 
Rejected—2 to 46. 

Mr. Pettus offered an amendment pro 
viding that every person in whom au- 
thority m@= vested 
power s¥all take an oath to support the 
constitution of the United States. Re- 
jected—25 to 41. 

Mr. Teller offered his amendment pro- 
viding that the civil government estab- 
lished in the Philippines should be so ex- 
ercised as to secure for the inhabitants 
thereof the fullest participation consistent 
with the safety of the government. Re- 
jected—23 to 39. 

Spooner Amendment Adopted. 
At 10:30 p. m., after a continuous ses- 

sion since 11 a. m., the vote on the 
amended Spooner resolution was taken. 
It was adopted—45 to 27—as follows:

The Cuban Amendment. 


Mr. Morgan declared the Cuban propo- 
sition was a piece of arrant hypocrisy.

The amendment, inh 
effect, proposed an American sugerainty 
over Cuba. 

Mr. Pettus declared that the honor of 
the country was at stake. Congress and 
the president had pledged their word that 
the Cuban people ‘“‘were, and of right, 
ought to be free and independent.”’ This 
proposition violated the pledge. It was 
to be the old law of “let him who has 
the power, and let him keep who can.” 
It was a disgrace upon the American peo- 
ple. 

Mr. Jones's motion to amend the amend- 
ment was defeated, yeas, 21; nays, 43. 

‘In order to save the Isle of Pines, 
which belongs to us, without a row with 
Cuba,’’ observed Mr. Morgan, after the 
vote Was announced, “I move to strike 
out the reference to the island.’’ The mo- 
tion was lost. 

Mr. Tillman read the text of the war 
resolution pledging independence to Cuba 
and the list of republican senators who 
had voted for it. He said that ff this ul- 
timatum precipitated war his hands were 
clean. 

Foraker Causes Sensation. 

Mr. Foraker, a member of the foreign 
affairs committee, rather startled the sen- 
ate by proposing an amendment to change 
section 3 in effect as suggested by Mr. 

ones in his amendment. Much as he dis- 

iked to differ with his colleagues, he said. 
the more he thought of it the more he 
was convinced that the language of the 
third section wAs unfortunate.

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RUSSIA“ WANTS EVERYTHING 


Draft of the Recent Manchurian 
Convention. 


CZAR -MUST HAVE CONTROL 


Chinese Troops Excluded from Man- 
churi1—No Arms To Be Imported. 
The Matter of Indemnity. 


London, February 28.—The Pekin corre- 
spondent of The Times, wiring yesterday, 
gives a precise of the draft of the Man- 
churian convention. He says: 

“Russia requires China to sign a con- 
vention consisting of twelve articles. The 
first says the czar is willing to forget 
the recent hostilities in Manchuria and 
consent to allow China to resume the 
civi] government, 

“The other articles virtually place com- 
plete control in Russians hands. They 
exclude Chinese troops. and. forbid the 
importation of arms. They demand the 
degradation of the high officials impli- 
cated in the recent: disturbances and ex- 
clude persons of any other nationality 
from holding official positions ‘in Man- 
churia or drilling Chinese soldiers or sail- 
ors anywhere in northern China, 

“One article provides that in Manchuria, 
Mongolia and Chinese Turkestan. no rail- 
way, mining of other concessions shall be 
granted to persons of any other national- 
ity, nor can China herself ctnstruct any 
railroad. 

“No land around Niu Chwang can be 
leased to foreigners. The remaining 
clauses deal with indemnities. So far as 
the military expense is concerned, Rus- 
sia will act in conjunction with the other 
powers. As regards indemnity for the de- 
struction of the Manchurian railway, Chi- 
na shall arrange with the railway com- 
pany itself and a commercial concession 
may be accepted in part payment.”

ing repeated requests from the au- 
thorities of various counties of the 

state for aid in suppressing smallpox. 
Yesterday he received'an appeal from 
Walton county, where smallpox recently 
appeared, and he has within the last 
few days had similar petitions from Doo- 
ly, Pike and other counties of the state. 
In many cases these county author- 
ities want the governor to issue procla- 
mations of quarantine, send special phy- 
sicians to take charge of the disease or 
to send large quantities of vaccine points, 
none of which the governor is empowered 
to do under the law. He does send to 


each county 2 few vaccine points to 
supply immediate necessity, but there 
his power to render assistance ends.

Counties and municipalities have with- 
in themselves the power to tax for the 
purpose of suppressing smallpox and 
and other contagious and _ infectious 
diseases. The attorney general has ren- 
dered an opinion stating the proper meth- 
od for county and municipal authoritles 
to pursue, and stating that the governor 
cannot grant the assistance which he is 
called on for in so many instances. 

The attorney general in his opinion 
goes on \to show that compulsory vac- 
cination laws have been passed upon by 
the courts and held to be constitutional 
and valid, and says: 

“Tt is therefore settled, so far as this 
state is concerned, that it is a proper ex- 
ercise of the police power of the state 
for the general assembly to confer upon 
municipal or county authorities the pow- 
er to prescribe compulsory vaccination of 
all its citzens.”’

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RAILWAY NOTES 


It is reported on excellent authority 
that General Agent S. E. Magill, of the 
Georgia railroad, will in a short time 
be appointed local agent for the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad and the West- 
ern Railway of Alabama. He will, ac- 
cording to the report, retain his present 
position with the Georgia railroad. His 
appointment will cement, and be an open 
acknowledgment of the close traffic re- 
lations that will hereafter exist between 
the Georgia and the West Point. Their 
freight terminals are practically consol- 
idated at present, as both lines are using 
the Georgia railroad depot and terminal 
facilities at the foot of Alabama street, 
on Loyd street and the railroad tracks.

Passenger schedules on the Atlanta and 
West Point suburban service between 
Atlanta and College Park have been 
tightened, and the time shortened to a 
considerable extent. According to the 
new schedules the suburban trains will 
cover the distance each way several 
minutes quicker than formerly. The 
theater train that has heretofore left 
Atlanta at 11 o’clock each night, will 
under the new schedule leave at 11:20 
o’clock. The new schedule will go into 
effect March 3d. 


After the wreck on the Erie at Green- 
ville, Pa., some days ago, the passenger 
department of that road took pains to 
give to the newspapers on two successive 
days exact and detailed accounts of the 
damage done and of the cause of the dis- 
aster, or, rather, of the fact that the 
cause was inexplicable. This unusual 
official ankness attracted no little at- 
tention in New York, where much un- 
called-for and unjust comment had been 
based on inadequate knowledge. 

The policy of keeping back from the 
public and the newspapers full details of 
casualties is one that has worked im- 
mense harm to many roads in the past 
years. The policy of withholding infor- 
mation about wrecks and accidents of va- 
rious sorts does more harm in the pub- 


[lic mind than any, probable suppression of 


the truth can do good. The first report 
of any railroad disaster that is spread 
abroad is almost invariably magnified a 
thousand-fold. The vague and distorted 
reports that come from the scene of the 
wreck are always infini‘ely worse than 
the facts warrant. 

Newspaper men and others who have 
had this fact thrust upon tbeir attention 
On many occasions have often wondered 
at the policy on many roads in with- 
holding information when by pursuing 
such a course they worked themselves 
grave injury. The action of the Erie 
officials would seem to indicate that in 
the future a different policy may prevail.

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OTZENS’ COMMITEE INORSES 
THE ISSUE OF WATER BONDS 


Declares That Larger Mains Are Absolutely Necessary for 
| City’s Safely 


STRIKING FACTS STATED 
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Committee To Acgualnt Citizens of 
the Conditions.

WILL SEND OUT A STATEMENT 


aeport of Fire Chief Joyner and 
City Department Officials Show 
That the Present Water- 
works System Is 
Inadequate. 


That the city fs in dire need of a better 
system of water works was fully demon- 


, Strated yesterday afternoon at the joint 


session of the citizens’ committee and the 
board of water commissioners. 

The citizens’ committee—composed of a 
resident of each of the seven city wards— 
unanimously passed a resolution indors- 
ing the $200,000 issue wf bonds to improve 
the water works system. Not only that, 
but the committee also decided to take 
immediate steps to bring the matter to 
the attention of every tax payer in At- 
lanta. 

In order to do this, the proceedings of 
yesterday, which consisted in the main 
in hearing reports from city officials and 
experts as to the present condition of the 
system, will be printed and sent to each 
citizen, so that every voter may be fully 
and reliably informed as to the urgent 
needs of better fire protection. 

water bond election will take place 
on the 20th of next month and the regis- 
tration books will close ten days prior to 
the election. This leaves only nine more 
days in which oitizens have to register 
and prepare themselvds to vote on the 
water bond question. 

Within this time the citizens’ committee 
is determined to place the matter suc- 
cinctly before every propefty owner and 
eligible yoter in the city. It may be that 
the opera house will be secured one night 
for a monster mass meeting of citizens 
for the purpose of discussing the bond 
election. This idea was suggested at the 
meeting yesterday afternoon. 

Details Not Considered. . 

As that session was the first held, how- 
ever, -it was decided to leave other de- 
tails until another meeting, which is ex- 
pected to be called within the next few 
days. A sub-committee was appointed, 
composed of Captain W. D. Ellis, of the 
second ward; Dr. R. D. Spalding, of the 
sixth ward; George Sciple, of the third 
ward, and Judge George Hillyer, presi- 
dent of the water board, whose duty it 
will be to: prepare a statement of the 
present condition of the water works, 
which is to be sent to all citizens. 

This sub-committee will meet today 
and atrange the statement for the print- 
er. A stenographer was present yester- 
day and took down the reports of City 
Engineer R. M. Clayton, Fire Chief W. 
R. Joyner and CgjJonel Park Woodward, 
superintendent of the water works de- 
partment. The statement of each of these 
gentlemen threw considerable light on the 
very inadequate system of water works, 
and all the members of the citizens’ com- 
mittee expressed themselves as almost 
_ eppalled at the situation that the city 
~m in the advent of a great conflagra- 

on. 

Chief Joyner‘s Statement. 

Decidedly the most striking statement 
made during the meeting was that by 
Fire Chief Joyner. He said the city should 
make no other improvements until a thir- 
ty-inch water main was carried across 
town for the purpose of giving ample pro- 
tection to the business section. He re- 
ferred to the fire in the old Markham 
house block of a week ago, and stated 
that his department had terrible odds 
with which to contend on that occasion, 

Water Power Was Lacking. 

“For the first time since I have been 
chief of the Atlanta fire department,’’ 
said he, ‘I felt discouraged. When I saw 
that all we could court on was eight 
streams when there chould have been 
twenty, then I felt like giving up. In or- 
der to protect the buiidings on the oppo- 
site block of yd street ali the water 
that could be utilized was thrown into 
the flames from that side. 

“Then when the explosion occurred 
the three houses on Collins street 
were set fire simultaneously. To 
keep the fire from spreading in that 
section, two lines of hove were run 
from hydrants on Decatur street and 
played on those houses. But so 
small was the distributing water 
pipes that the force was not suffi- 
clent to throw water on top of those 
two-story buildings. ny 

“I have seen fires in many 
cities of the north and ry rp Bag hyo 
Thursday, if in New York, would have 
had half a hundred steamers throwing 
water and a thousand men working to 
put out the flames. Atlanta has practical- 
ly outgrown hydrant pressure for fire pur- 
poses and you have to resort to steam 
engines to fight flames, We have enough 
six-inch water pipes in Atlanta for the 
next twenty-five years. What we need

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now is big mains that will supply the 
water that is absolutely necessary.” 
Before Chief Joyner made this state- 
ment, City Engineer Clayton told why 
there was so much wasted power in the 
pipe system. This, he said, was due sole- 
ly to the fact that the large distributing 
mains. stopped short of the business sec- 
tion and were fitted to smaller pipes. He 
stated the thirty-inch main should be con- 
tinued from North avenue straight 
through the city to Butler street at least, 


to give the necessary pressure in the cen-, 
ter of town. He stated that there was a 


great difference between theoretical and 
actual pressure at various points, which, 
he said, was due to the friction produced 
by forcing an extremely large main to 
empty into a much smaller pipe. He de- 
clared that this graduation should be 
made gradually. 

Superintendent Park Woodward reiter- 
ated all that the city engineer had stated 
and declared that pipes used for “laterals 


should not be smaller than eight or ten 


inches.”’ 
Captain English Talks, 

Captain English, member of the citl- 
zens’ committee from the fifth ward, made 
an interesting talk in which he said he 
recognized the necessity of enlarging the 
present waterworks system. He stated 
the city ought to have sufficient money 
with which to make the necessary im- 
provements and that he was opposed to 
the saie of the waterworks to any indi- 
vidual or corporation. 

He thought that the suggestions and 
recommendations made by Expert Milne 
when that gentleman looked over the sys- 
tem at the time the break occurred last 
year should be followed as nearly as 
possible. 

“There is no use to stop and count 
nickles and dimes,’ said he, ‘“‘when we 
are confronted with a proposition which 
now stares -us in the face. To use a 
homely phrase, we have simply outgrown 
our ‘breeches,’ and it is up to us now to 
prove equal to the occasion. We must 
be prepared to protect the heart of the 
city with thirty-inch mains, for there is 
where we must draw our fesources.”’ 

He then introduced a resolution, which 
the citizens’ committee unanimously 
adopted, indorsing the issue of bonds to 
be used to improve and extend the water- 
works system. The board of water com- 
missioners also took similar action cun- 
cerning the same resolution, 

Commissioner H. C. Erwin stated that 
if the meeting was to take action in re- 
gard to the details of the extension of the 
system, he suggested if the bonds carried 
that $100,000 be used in securing large 
mains for the center of the city, $95,000 for 
mains to be laid in those sections not 
now enjoying water facilities and the re- 
maining $5,000 to be used in making im- 
provements at the pumping station. Com- 
missioner Bloodworth stated he thought 
details of that kind should be left until 
another time, when the committee would 
be in better shape to consider them.

The meet- 
ing has been called for a full discussion 
by the representative citizens and busi- 
ness men of Atlanta of the plan and 
scope of the fair and horse show. Many 
suggestions have been offered, and it is 
to get the whole scheme down to a solid 
working basis that the business men 
of Atlanta have been requested to at- 
tend the meeting. The fair association 
will be reorganized on a permanent bufi- 
ness basis. 

Speaking of the meeting, Mayor Mims 


said yesterday: 
“We have reports from almost all of 
the soliciting committees, and I feel sure 


that the full amount desired—$25,000—will | 


be completed before the meeting tomor- 
row. Some of the committees have been 
unable to complete their work, but as- 
sure me that it will be done during the 
morning hours tomorrow, and all the 
lists turned in by 12 o'clock. 

“The raising of this capital stock has 
been a herculean task in that it has 
been necessary to accomplish it in so 
short a time. Many of the business men 
are absent from the city, and it has 
been a very difficult thing to see all 
concerned during the two weeks in which 
it has been necessary to handle the mat- 
ter. 

“So far as actual returns indicate, we 
are still several thousand dollars short, 
but the committees advise me that they 
will work vigorously during the morning 
hours tomorrow, and that they are rea- 
sonably confident of satisfactory re- 
sults.

MORE FERTILIZERS USED. 


Sales in Some Instances Reported 
Double What They Were 
Last Year. 

If the increased sale of fertilizers is any 
indication, Georgia farmers are preparing 
to put in a good crop of cotton this year. 
Little can be told definitely with regard to 
the coming crop at this season of the year, 
except from the fertilizer movement, but 
there appears to be no doubt that 10-cent 
cotton has got in its work, and the far- 
mers want fo be prepated with plenty of 
the staple next year. 

A fertilizer man stated yesterday that 
his firm had sold nearly double this year 
what it sold last. This, he said, he found 
true in almost every section of the state 
where his product goes. Whether this 
means a large increase in the cotton crop, 
or as the result of prosperous times, the 
planting of larger and more diversified 
crops, he could not say, but the fact is 
true nevertheless that the farmers are 
buying more fertilizers. 

The sale of fertilizer tags by the de- 
partment of agriculture has been scme 
larger this year, though to what extent is 
not known. The department will give cut 
no statement at present, nor is it likely 
that it will do so until it begins to get re- 
turns from the acreage at different points 
in the state.

CAPTURE OF CRIMINALS AS 
~ MONEY-MAKING BUSINESS 


HE question of capturing criminals 

in Georgia is getting to be som@what 

of a serious one in many cases, as 
in numerous instances they have been 
known to remain at large simply be- 
cause of the fact that there was no re- 
ward offered for their capture. 

“I don’t know what to do about this 
criminal business sometimes,” Governor 
+ Candler remarked in speaking of the 
matter. “If a criminal is not captured 
right on the spot when the crime is com- 
mitted, it seems almost impossible to 
get them unless a reward is offered. 
While there is no positive evidence of 
it, circumstances indicate many times 
that criminals are located and then par- 
ties go to work to secure the offer of a 
reward before they will make the arrest 
or turn the guilty over to the authori- 
ties of the law.”’ 

The governor has had several applica- 
tions of late requesting that rewards be 
offered for parties who have committed 
crimes in Georgia, and who, it appears. 
have been located in some other state 
or coyntry. In the case of Lum Warren, 
wanted for rape in Randolph county, a 
reward of $500 was offered, and itt was

stated at the time that Warren had been 
located in Mexico. Probably it is worth 
$500 to go after Warren, bring him all 
the way back and deliver him to the 
Sheriff of Randolph county. Then, too. 
he is a criminal who is badly wanted. 
But this is an exceptional case. 

Few of the rewards offered by the gov- 


|ernor are ever paid. If they were the 


contingent fund would have to be large- 
ly increased. It would be one of the 
most extensive items of state expense. 
They are paid, however in a great many 
instances. One case, in point is that of 
the Campbell county whitecappers, all 
of whom have been arrested and most 
of them convicted. The rewards in these 
cases aggregate $800, and the total 
amount will probably have to be paid. 

Wherever it is possible to do so, those 
whose tendency is toward looking out 
for criminals generally manage to get a 
rewdrd offered before the capture is 
made. Sheriffs and théir deputies are 
not allowed to receive rewards for mak- 
ing arrests, and the bulk of those that 
are paid go to the municipal police and 
detectives who make arrests many times 
for the money there is in it, though these 
arrests might just as well be made by 
the state authorities without expense to 
the state.

THIS SNEAK THIEF 


Officer Jones’ Catch Was Quite a 
Lucky One, 


HARRIS WAS AN ESCAPE 


Taken Tuesday in the Act of Steal- 
ing a-Valise. 


UNDER A TWENTY YEAR SENTENCE 


Policeman Jones Happy in Double 
Satisfaction of Doing Duty and 
Receiving Reward. 


Floyd Harris, a negro convict with a 
twenty-year sentence to serve, who 
escaped from the state convict camp at 
the Leokout Mountain Coal and Coke 
Company, near Durham, Ga., on Feb- 
ruary llth, was arrested and turned over 
to the authorities Tuesday night by Offi- 
cer Jones. 

The catch by Officer Jones, as the after 
facts developed, wag one of the strangest 
ever known in police records. 

Harris was taken in the act of commit- 
ting a theft and locked up at the bar- 
racks for a sneak thief, That he was the 
convict who escaped from the peniten- 
tiary camp at Durham and for whom a 
reward was offered, did not develop until 
last night. 

The negro was sentenced from Fulton 
county on the charge of stealing a pair 
of mules from George Williams. He made 
his escape on the very date he was re 
ceived at the péritentiary in company 
with three other negroes and a reward of 
$50 was outstanding for his capture. 

The negro was arrested in the very act 
of stealing a valise on Walker street, 
and the story of the arrest is a rather 
unique one. A gentleman residing in the 
western part of the city boarded the Wal- 
ker street car for home, He had a valise, 
which he placed on the rear of the car, 
In a few minutes he looked for, his valise 
and found it missing. Officer Juucs was 
notified of the stealing and went in 
search of the missing article. 

The officer had hardly been told of the 
stealing, when he saw g negro walking 
straight back to the place where the 
crime was committed. This negro had a 
valise and when accosted the valise was 
identified as that belonging to the travel- 
ing salesm@pn. 

The negro was yesterday bound over to 
the criminal court by Recorder b.vyles, 
but he will be sent to the penitentiary to 
serve the remainder of his sentence, after 
which he will be prosecuted on the chargg 
for which he was yesterday sent to the 
Tower. 


WILL DISCUSS ORDINANCES. 
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At 10 O‘Clock This Morning Council 
Committee Is To Hold Impor- 
tant Meeting. 

The ordinance committee of council will 
meet htis morning at 10 o'clock to com- 
plete its work so that a report may be 
prepared to be submitted to council next 
Monday afternoon. It is altogether prob- 
able that one of the matters to be con- 
sidered today will be the application of 
Forrest Adair and others for a franchise 

for a new gas light company. 

This petition for a grant has been pend- 
ing for several] weeks, and would have 
be@n acted on some time ago but for the 
fact that Mr. Adair was unable to ap- 
pear before the committee. Another mat- 
ter that will be considered will doubtless 
be the ordinance introduced by Council- 
man Reed providing for the taxation of 
street car companies in the city. 

It is probable that representatives cf 
both the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
and the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany will appear before the committee 
in the event this ordinance is to be con- 
sider 

There are several other ordinances yet 
to be acted upon by the committee, and 
Chairman Kontz expects today to dispose 
of all business that has been geferreq to 
his committee. 


ATLANTA CONVICTS BOLT. 


Two Negroes with 99 and 20 Years’ 
Sentences Escape from 
Dade Mines. 

News hts been received in the city of 
the escape from the Dade coal mines of 
two iong trem convicts, who were convict- 
ed at the last regular session of the crimi- 
nal superior court. The escapes are 
Elijah King and Floyd Harris, both ne- 
groes, King having been sentenced for 
ninety-nine years and Harris having gone 
to the pen under a twenty years’ sentence. 

Harris was convicted on the charge of 
stealing two mules, and Assistant Solicit- 
or John Monaghan states that there are 
also two or three cases of burglary 
against him that were not tried. There 
were two charges of a similar character 
against King, but he was tried cn orly 
one, as he was given the sentence of nine- 
ty-nine years for that offense, 

The details of the escape have not been 
learned, and it is not known in what man- 
ner the negroes managed to get beyond 
the confines of the mines. A lookout will 
be kept for them in Atlanta, but it is not 
very likely that either of fhe escapes 
would care to return here so soon ater 
their trial. :

Transit Company To Put Rails on For- 
rest Avenue. 


COMMITTEE SENDS LETTER 


Thank Messrs. Egleston and How- 
ell for Their Services. 


CITIZENS EXPRESS THEIR GRATITUDE

Mayor’s Zeal, the Committee De- 
clares, Is Heartily Appreciated 
by Fourth Ward Residents. 


Work on the new Forrest avenue street 
car line was begun at an early hour yes- 
terday morning by the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company. The work of construc- 
tion will be pushed with all possible speed, 
it is understood, and the line is expected 
to be completed and in running order 
within six or eight weeks. 

The franchise was granted by council 
on Tuesday afternoon and signed by the 
mayor at 4:30 o’clock. As soon as it was 
known that the ordinance had been ap- 
proved the street car company set about 
preparing for the work which was com- 
menced yesterday. 

The first work was done at the Jackson 
street end of the line and will be pushed 
toward Peachtree street to connect with 
the main line on that thoroughfare. The 
residents of the fourth ward will soon 
have the privilege of riding on the line 
which they so ardently advocated before 
both the council and the mayor. 

Soon after it was learned that the may- 
or had expressed a willingness to approve 
the franchise passed by the council, a 
special commitee from the general com- 
mittee of citizens of the fourth ward was 
appointed to prepare a letter of thanks to 
Messrs. Thomas Egleston and Clark 
Howell for the part they had taken in 
presenting the matter of the franchise to 
Mayor Mims. 

That special committee was composed 
of Messrs, Charles T. Hopkins, William 8. 
Thomson, J. Frank Beck, James R. Nut- 
ting and Thomas Peters. The letter of 
thanks which was sent to Messrs. Eglo- 
ston and Howell yesterday morning was 
as follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., Felruary 27, 1901.—Hon. 
Clark Howell and Mr. Thomas Egleston, City— 
Gentlemen: It has been well said that ‘‘next 
to the approval of our own conscience, is the 
approval of our fellows,’’ and in this spirit 
we address you, gentlemen, to convey from our 
committee, to whom is delegated the represen- 
tation of the wishes and interests of the citi- 
zens of the fourth ward, our commendation and 
thanks for the service you have wisely ren- 
dered in so presenting the claims of the ad- 
vocates of the Forrest avenue franchise that 
it has through your efforts received the ap- 
proval of our honored mayor. 

To simply tell you that we and our com- 
mittee are grateful only begins to disclose the 
situation, Bor the construction of this Forrest 
avenue line brings joy to the hearts of anxious 
children, heavy-hearted mothers and strong 
men who have prayed and labored for this re- 
lief during many weary months of unceasing 
effort. We all appreciate that but for your 
skill and diplomacy in stripping the question 
of all unpleasant features we would not even 
now have opportunity or occasion to rejoice and, 
therefore, it is to you we turn in most grate- 
ful acknowledgement. 

It seems eminently appropriate that we 
should take occasion also to declare our 

hearty appreciation of the zeal with which 
our chief magistrate |has entered upon the 
tasi: of endeavoring to secure for the city 
proper returns for thee valuable franchises 
which so largely constitute a, basis for the 
city’s income, and we sincerely declare full 
accord with this principle, but at the same 
time we deplore that it has devolved on our 
committee in the prosecution of its work to 
enter upon an issue with Mayor Mims, not 
as regards the principle in general, but as 
regards the methad of its accomplishment, that 
principle as declared by the mayor being that 
the city should not give away the use of its 
streets without adequate return in some sub- 
stantial shape. 

We deplore that our committee, and through 
the committee our people, were thus brought 
into apparent antagonism—an attitude that 
was apparent rather than real—for, as mat-

We hail with great pleasure the expressions 
of the mayor’s reliance on a general taxing 
ordinance, which will with immediacy ani 
completeness bring revenues to the city without 
in any wise checking the construction of neg 
competing lines to all parts of the city, and 
will extend the same competitive principle to 
lighting and other public utilities, and we feel 
confident that all sec@ions of the city will, 
therefore, unite in rendering to you, gentlemen, 
the full accord of praise for the good work 
you have done for us primarily, but incident- 
allv for the whole city, by enabling our worthy 
mayor to keep closely to the underlying prin- 
ciple of ‘‘an eye single to the good of Atlanta,”’ 
but, as he himself says, “if the city could be 
assured that it would be compensated for the 
use of its streets as represented in public 
utility grants, it would be immaterial as to 
the method by which this much to be desired 
end should be brought about’’ without insist- 
ance on any one method of securing that ad- 
vantage for our glorious city to whom we 
owe so loyal service, and in so doing defer 
to none in supporting the hands of the mayor.

Attorneys Endeavored To Shat~

DEPOT PLANK. INTRODUCED 


City Tenders Piece of Decayed Floor- 
ing—Propped Against a Chair, 
This Bit of Evidence Was 
‘Conspicuous at Yes- 
terday’s Meeting. 


The hearing of the depot injunction 
sase before Judge Lumpkin is develop- 
ing into one of the most hotiy contested 
legal battles ever waged in Fulton coun- 
ty. Nearly all of the evidence preserm ed 
yesterday by the city that proved dam- 
aging to the railroad side of the case 
was vigorously attacked by the railroad 
attorneys—Colonel Brewster, Judge Dor- 
sey and Attorney Tye—and their com- 
bined efforts were used to shatter it as 
much as poscible. 

City Attorney Mayson and Assistant 
City Attorney Hill were equally active in 
defending their testimony and objecting 
to the railroad affidavits, and the session 
was marked by repeated objections and 
The city closed its 
case just before adjournment in the af- 
ternoon and the railroads will probably 
introduce evidence in rebuttal this morn- 
ing. 

The feature of yesterday's evidence 
was the introduction by the city of one 
of the planks -removed from the floor 
in the depot. This plank was propped 
against a chair and remained in_ the 
courtroom during the entire session. An 
affidavit from one of the sanitary in- 
spectors was pinned on the plank and 
this piece of evidence, considered of 
great value by the city, was one of the

most conspicuous figures in the court- 
recom and attracted general attention. 
The under side of the plank showed 
much evidence of decay and it is the 
intention of the city to show by this 
that a new flooring is needed in the de- 


pot. When the plank was tendered in 
evidence Attorney Hill read the affidavit, 
which stated that when first removed 
it was soaked with water and that a 
considerable portion of the remainder 
of the floor was in the same condition. 

“Can we use the other side of the 
plank?’ asked Attorney Tv with a smile, 
the upper side appearing more solid than 
the under side. 

“Oh, yes, you can use it,” was the re- 
ply. 

The rotten side was turned to the view 
of the judge and Attorney Tye wanted 
the plank turned over, but Attorney Hill 
said Judge Lumpkin could examine it 
and he refused to change its position. 
The introduction of the plank brought a 
smile to the face of Judge Lumpkin as 
well as to the attorneys and others in 
the courtroom. 

An affidavit from Attorney Burton 
Smith, of the board of health, was the 
cause of much objection on the part of 
the railroads. This testimony related to 
conversations between Mr. Smith ang 
members of the board of control of the 
depot, to the action of the board of 
health, and to other conferences and the 
railroads endeavored to have some of 
the principal points ruled out. The affi- 
davit stated that George C. Smith, former 
president of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad, and formerly chairman of the 
board of control, had told Attorney Smith 
that the floor of the depot was inexcusa- 
ble and that he desired to co-operate 
with the board of health in bettertng the 
condition. 

The affiant testified that this statement 
was made by President Smith as chair- 
man of the board of control, but on mo- 
tion of the railroads that portion was 
ruled out. The resolution of the board of 
health in which the depot floor was con- 
demned was also introduced. Objection 
was entered, but Judge Lumpkin admit- 
ted the evidence, reserving the right to 
rule on it later. 

The correspondence between Attorney 
Smith and the railroad officials in refer- 
ence to the condition of the flooring was 
introduced and several sections of the 
minutes of the board of health showing 
that the time for repairing the flooring 
was extended, were also tendered. 

After the city closed its evidence At- 
torney Mayson entered objection to a 
number of the affidavits presented by the 
railroads on the grounds that no dates 
were specified and that portions of them 
referring to the depot as sanitary and 
not a menace to health were simply con- 
clusions and opinions expressed by per- 
sons who are not experts. On the latter 
ground Judge Lumovkin ruled out a quan- 
tity of the evidence. Colonel Brewster 
also objected to a number of the affidavits 
of the city and some of this evidence 
was also ruled out. 

The arguments will probably begin to- 
day and the indications are that the case 
will be concluded tomorrow. __

Announces Certain Captures Made 
by General French. 
London, February 27.—General Kitchen- 
er, telegraphing from Middleburg, on the 
railroad between Pretoria and Portuguese 
Bast Africa, under date of February 27th, 

says: 

“The following additional] captures are 
reported by French up to February 25th: 
Three hundred Boers surrendered; a nine- 
teen-pounder Krupp, a Howitzer, a Max- 
im, 20,000 rounds of small €arms ammuni- 
tion, 153 rifles, 388 horses, 834 oxen, 5,600 
cattle, 9,800 sheep and 287 wagons and 
carts. The Boers casualties were four 
killed and five wounded.”’ 


HUNTER SAYS CHESS IS- 
THE BEST OF GAMES 


ESPITE the fact that City License 
[) Inspector J. K. Hunter is generally 

acknowledged to have his hands full 
of the city’s affairs, yet he finds time to 
indulge in his favorite game of chess 
quite frequently. Chess with the lynx- 
eyed inspector amounts to a passion and 
he is never happier than when confronted 
with the board covered with ~— kings, 
queens, knights, castles and pawns. 

Mr. Hunter considers the game the 
par se of excellence. As a game he says 
it is the best and as an instructing pas- 
time he declarés chess to be of great im- 
portance to the thinking mind. The ad- 
vent of Mr. Pillsbury, the champion chess 
player, has caused the city license ikR- 
spector to brush up on the game and on 
Tuesday evening at the chess tourna- 
ment at the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation building he was one of those to 
try conclusions with the great chess 
player. 

“I had no idea of beating him,” declared 
Mr, Hunter, “but I just wanted 
how he managed the game. He is 
best I ever saw. But I gave him 
best I had in the shop.”’ 

In speaking of the international game 
of chess My, Hunter hag the following to 
say: 

“The game of chess,” said he, “is ac- 
knowledged by all who have written on 
the subject to be the most complex and 
scientific known, surpassing all others in 
point of beauty and science. As to its 
origin, it is said that it was invented by 
a noted mathematician of Persia, in order 
to amuse the king and at the same time 
tickle his vanity. 

“The object of the game is to capture, 
or as we technically say, checkmate the 
king. The pieces on the board represent 
the subjects of the government, each 


to see 
the 
the 


piece having a different value, owing to 
the way it can be moved, and yet It may 


be in some position on the board that the 
little pawn, which is the least piece in 
point of value, comparatively speaking, 
might be of more value than the queen, 
whose scepter sways the board. 

“The game is played on a board con- 
sisting of sixty-four squares, thirty-two 
white and thirty-two black, representing 
the dark and bright side of life. In fact, 
life is but a game of chess. as every act 
in one’s life is some move on the chess- 
board. 

“At the time the act is done it may be 
the turning point in one’s life, for weal 
or woe. So the advancing of one insig- 
nificant pawn one square may prove to 
be the fata] blow to your adversary. The 
combinations of chess are wonderful. In 
fact, it might be compared to the working 
of a combination to a modern safe. 

“In order to express my idea: At the 
opening of a game each player has twen- 
ty moves if he moves king’s pawn two. 
which is usually considered the best, he 
will then have for. hig second move a 
choice of twenty-nine moves, and so on 
as the game progresses. 

“Chess teaches us a great many impor- 
tant lessons. In the first place, it teaches 
us great continuity of the mind, in the 
second place it teaches us in many ways 
that ‘all that glitters is not gold,’ and 
that ‘there is many a slip between the 
cup and the lip;’ in the third place it 
teaches us to be very eautious. 

“I think there is a very strong anology 
between chess and the legal profession in 
same respects. It teaches us how to at- 
tack and how to defend. Sometimes the 
player might be the plaintiff and some- 
times the defendant. This is the only 
game, in my opinion, that is worth a 
man’s thought and time. 

“The game ig sometimes compared to 
a battle, the rooks representing the ar- 
tillery, the knights the cavalry, and the 
pawns the infantry. Volumes might be 
written on the inexhaustible subject. I 
would advise every One who has an op- 
portunity to learn this fascinating game 
to do so. To me there are many sweet 
and tender associations connected. with 
the game in war as well as in peace,”

Hemphill in ‘the’ middle, taking communica- 
tions from both. sides at so mutch cash. per 
line. Sinee that day Grady has gone to~his 
reward, Howell has retired from active bus- 
ines@ cares, and is taking things easy, while 
Mr. Hemphill not only retains his admirable 
ability as a financier, but seems to be wearing 
with growing grace the cloak of eloquence 
which fell from the shoulders of the lamented 
Grady. A few weeks ago he made a palpable 
hit with his speech at the industrial conven- 
tion in New Orleans, and now The New York 
Commercial is exploiting hi» address, prepared 
for the Business Men’s League in Chicago, as 
“by far the most eloquent and able plea for 
the new south that has been delivered.” 

It is not onr purpose in this eonnection, how- 
ever, to quote the eloquent picture drawn by 
Mr Hemphill) of the devagtated south and the 
scene of destruction and reconstruction to 
which the remnant of Lee’s shattered army 
went home from Appomattox; but simply fo 
give a few of the figures he has given of the 
development of the cotton manufacturing !n- 
dustry and its possibilities. After setting out 
that the number of cotton mills has grown 
from 180 in 1880 to 700. he says: 

‘The story of the spindle age will be best 
explained. In (883 there were in the south 
860.000 spindles, crossing the 2.000,000 mark 
in 1893. and reaching 3,987,735 one year 
ago, with 2,000,000 spindles under contract 
se rorith this attraction of manufacturing pos- 
sibilities came the great revival in the price 
ef cotton. This year we have sold for $500,- 
000.000 a crop which two years ago we had 
to sell for less than $250,000,000. 

‘What will manufacturing do for the south? 
The crop this year was worth $500,000,000. 
In manufacturing the first turn into plain 
brown sheetings doubles the value of the prod- 
uct. making it $!,000.000.000. Raised one 
grade more in quality, the value doubles again 
to $2.000,000.000. Gentlemen, I am talking 
billions now, not millions. 

‘In this we are fighting the commercial 
battle of America. On a hot July day In the 
early sixties I pulled the lanyard which opened 
the confederate artillery fire on Gettysburg, 
and never felt more American than I did at 
that moment, The scene changes, and, in 
God’s providence, differerit conditions prevail, 
and YT stand here to tell you that I am now en- 
gaged in America’s battle for commercial su- 


premacy.”’ 


We are In an intensely material and commer- 
clal age, and we have simply to say to the

able of the leaders in the fight for south- 
ern independence. Uneducated and with 
no military training, he entered the con- 
federate army and was soon numbered 
arrong the most able generals, because he 
was a born soldier.

would do anything that he ordered, 
cause he never gave an order that he was 
not ready ‘to aid in carrying out himself.

‘I remember when Forrest set out in 


pursuit of Straight, the federa] general 


who made a raid through northern Ala- 
bama, that the confederate leader was in 
the saddle day and night, vntil Straight 
was finally brought to bay and capture 
near Rome, Ga. The way Forrest push- 
ed that pursuit was marvelous. He seen:- 
ed to be made of steel. He rode at the 
head of his column and was always ure- 
ing his men forward. When he finallv 
came up with Straight, near Rome, For- 
rest gave a shout that made me think of 
the view halloo of the huntsman when 
the fox ig spied. 

‘That pursuit and capture of Straignt 
was one of the most brilliant feats ac- 
complished by Forrest during the war. 
Straight was an Indiana men, whos had a 
pretty high opinion of his abilities as a 
and his capture by Forrest hu- 
millated him greatly. He never liked 19 
refer to the episode. After the war 
Straight engaged in the lumber business, 
and made some investments near Vicks- 


burg. Miss. 

“About ‘ten years ago I was in Mem- 
phis, and learned that Straight was in 
the citv en route to Vicksburg. Having 
been with Forrest, I was desirous of 
meeting the man whom I had aided in 
capturing, and so I called on the gen- 
eral. 
ing about his capture at Rome, but final- 
ly, on my insisting, he gave me his 
version of the episode. 
was completely at variance with the 
facts, and he wound it up with some 
ugly remarks “about Forrest in particular 
and the southern people in general. 

“After the talk with Straight, | met a 
nen connected with one of the Memphis 
newspapers, and repeated to him what 
Straight said, not thinking it would be 
published. But Forrest lived about Mem- 
phis for years, and was the idol of the 
people there as he was of the inhabitanis 
of the lower Mississ!ppi valley. So the 
newspaper man embellished what I told 
him and printed it as coming from 
Straight direct. 

“The result was rather unpleasant for 
Straight. The paper containing the gen- 
eral’s reflections on Forrest and the 
scuth got to Vicksburg before the In- 
diana man. The story made the Vicks- 
birg yeople mad, ané when Straight 
arrived he found that he could 
do no ‘business in that town. The 
people wanted capital, but they didn't 
want it bad enough to take along with it 
the man who had abused: Bedford Fcr- 
rest. I have understood that Straignat’s 
ungenerous remarks abcut Forrest broke 
up a deal which would have made the 
Indiana man rich. He found out too late 
that the people of that section of the 
south idolized the dashing sabreur who 
made war like Napoleon, and couldn't 
spell his own name correctly.” 


Still another story of Forrest was told, 
which related to the negroes owned by 
the general. 

“The general,”’ said the veteran, “ha 
several large plantations in Mississippi,

I think. They were in the interior, and 
remote from lines of communication. 
After the war was ended, Forrest. went 
back to his nlantations and found the 
negrees in a ferment over a rumor that 
they were free.

They accepted 
his statement as true and tilled the lands 
just as they did in the days of slavery. 
Occasionally some meddler would tell 
them that they were free, but they 
stoutly insisted that they were not be- 
cause Forrest had told them that they 
still belonged to him. 

“IT am told that Forrest worked those 
negroes for three years just as in the 
ante-bellum days, but the third year he 
turned over the crops to them and told 
them that they were free. Even then 
the majority of them refused to leave 
their beloved master.”’ 


One of the best stories about Forrest 
relateg to his encounter with a negro 
barber at Nashville. 

“It was a few years after the war.” 
said the veteran, “and Forrest was in 
Nashville on business. He dropped into 
a barber shop to get a shave. The negro 
learned that his customer was General 
Forrest and became very obsequious and 
very talkative. 

’* ‘So you are 
the negro. 

***Yes,’ was the reply. 

“*You fought at Fort Donelson,’ con- 
tinued the barber, who had by that time 
lathered the general's face and. was 
strapping his razor. 

“*I was at Fort Donelson,’ said the 
general, ‘and it was a bloody battle.’ 

‘““*f had a brother with General Grant,’ 
said the barber, ‘and he was killed.’ 

“The barber had hardly pronounced 
the word ‘killed’ before Forrest spr 
from the chair with the lather dripping 
from his face, and bolted for a shop 
across the street, where he was shaved. 
Forrest used to tell the story himself 
and say: 

“‘*] don't

am a coward, but 


| when that fellow said he had a brother 


killed at Fort Donelson I was horrified 
at the thought of his using a ragor on 
my throat and bolted. I don’t supnese 
I killed the barber’s brother, but the 
thought that I did might have occurred 
and he might have cut my head off.

Flight of Georgia Delegates from | 
| Gaucus Explained. 


CALLED IN INTEREST 
OF MRS, FAIRBANKS 


Georgia Women Went Under False 
Impression, bit Did Not Re- 
main Very Long — Mrs, 
Park Talks Inwr- 
estingly, 


RS. ROBERT EMORY PARK re- 

M turned yesterday from Washington, 

where, as state regent of Georgia, 

she was one of the most conspicuous fig- 

ures at the recent continental congress 

of the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. 

Besides her office as leader of the Geor- 
gia delegation, Mrs. Park was appointed 
as chairman of tellers in fhe nationa) elec- 
tion, and had the honor of announcing the 
result of the election, which this year 
was one of the most exciting in the his- 
tory of the organization. 

_. “What about the flight of the Georgia 
delegation from that caucus held the first 
day of the convention?” was the first 
question asked Mrs. Park. 

“I thought that matter had been fully 
covered by the Associated Press,” said 
Mrs. Park, “but I do not miné4 telling you 
just how it all happened.”’ 

“As you know, the entire Georgia dele- 
gation went instructed to support the 
candidacy of Mrs. Donald McLean, and 
we had no idea of-being inveighled into 
caucus called for any other candidate. 

“We were invited to a meeting which 
we were told was to be held for the dis- 
‘cussion of certain matters pertaining to 
‘the good of the organization. But when 
the presiding officer arose to state the 
object of the meeting we were surprised 
to hear her say: ‘Ladies, as Mrs, Fair- 
banks is in the hands of her friends, we 
have met here this morning to discuss the 


means by which we may elect her.’ 

“T realized at once that we had come un- 
der false impression and after a few 
words of conference with Mrs. Thomas 
Morgan, our vice president from Georgia, 
I arose and addressed the chair. I ex- 
plained that as regent of Georgia and in- 
structed by the Georgia state conference 
to support Mre. Donald McLean, and as 
personally standing for her candidacy, I 
did not think that my place was in the 
caucus, and begged*:permission to with- 
draw, leaving the room in company with 
the entire. Georgia delegation as well as 
members from Connecticut and Massa- 
chusetts, who were likewise supporters of 
Mrs. McLean. After we had left the room 
the members of the caucus, realizing the 
position in which we had been placed ap- 
pointed a committee of three to walt 
wpon our delegation and to inform us 
that if we would return to the caucus 
they would willingly listen to all that 
we has to say in presentation of our can- 
didate, but the invitation was not ac 


‘No unfairness to us was meant, for 
jdentified from first to last with 
McLean’s interest, .. secs 
ried. unceasingly for her, I neverthe~ 
hm -sggae in justice to Mrs. Fair- 
banke’s friends, that no unfair aggressive 
or unjust methods were pursued by them 
in the earnest work they did for their can- 
didate. They had the advantage on their 
side inasmuch as the national board— 
the party in power—were in favor of Mrs. 
Fairbanks, apd her election was almost 
assured before the congress convened. 

‘The Georgia Dayghters did noble 
work for Mrs. McLean, and never wavered 
when, before that, the resolutions drawn 
up at our state conference which indorsed 
as a unit her candidacy were published 
and sent to eyery state regent in the 
United States and to many of the chap- 
ter .? 

“Did not the Atlanta Daughters of the 
Revoluton at a meeting held after the 
conference and in the interest of the 
Twentieth Century Bazaar, propose send- 
ing out a circular letter embodying reso- 
lutions further indorsing Mrs. McLean’s 
candidacy?’ was asked Mrs, Park. 

“Yes,”’ she replied, “‘but for two reasons 
I did not approve the proposed action, 
and the motion in regard to the resolu- 
tion was not carried. 

“My reason was two-fold, and I stated 
it at the time. First, the indorsement by 
the state conference which included the 
regent and all members of the conference 
‘was stronger than any indorsement that 
could be given by a local body, and as I 
stated, this indersement had been pyb- 
lished and sent to all sections of the coun- 


“Secondly, it is forbidden by the by- 
laws of the national society to issue cir- 
culars in regard to the national society 
without approval of the board.’’

cers, and was invited by one of them to 
a seat in the latter’s box. 

“The invitation was accepted, and when 
Mrs. McLean appeared in the box, she 
was greeted with tumultuous applause, 
and it was then the incident causing the 
hissing occured. _Mrs. Manning, seeing 
that Mrs. McLean bowed her acknowl- 
edgments from the box set aside for na- 
tional officers, informed her she was out 
of order, and requested her to leave. As

TO TEST TAX LAW 
tax Collector Stewart Wil Today Fi. 
Fa, Them for Taxes. 


THEY WILL THEN SUE HIM 


Solicitor Eugene Black Will Repre- 
sent Collector in the Litigation. 


RESULT AFFECTS FORTY COUNTIES 


Packing Houses Object To Paying 
Increased Tax of $200 Recently 
Imposed by Legislature. 


Tax Collector A. P. Stewart will today 
fi. fa. the severa] packing houses doing 
business in Atlanta, to collect the in- 
creased tax of $200 recently imposed by 
the legislature. The money will be 
promptly paid by the packing houses ani 
they will then enter svit against Collector 
Stewart for the amount. 

The fi. fas.. were prepared by Solicitor 
Eugene Black, of the city court, and were 


given to Mr. Stewart late yesterday af- 
terroon. The packing houses have em- 
ployed the firm of Smith, Hamniond & 
Smith to represent them and Attorney 
Thod Hammond has notified Mr. Stewart 
that he will coe to the tax collector's 
office today and pay the tax. When he 
puts in an appearance he will be served 
with the fi. fas., as acting agent for the 
several concerns, and a proceeding will 
then have tegun which will result in a 
fight in the courts to test the constitu- 
tionality of the recently enacted tax law. 

The law is, in effect, that a tax of $200 
shall be assessed upon each place of buri- 
ness, instead of $100, as formerly. The 
packing houses have: failed to pay tne 
increased tax to the present and Collec- 
tor Stewart decided a short time ago to 
fi. fa them. When the companies learned 
of this determination they employed the 
above named law firm and prepared to 
test the tax act in the courts. 

The result of the legal contest will be 
of much importance, as forty counties 
of the state are affected, the Atianta 
concerns having branch houses in that 
number of counties. The amount of 
money involved in Atlanta is $1,200 and 
the amount involved in the remainder of 
the state is about $8,000. 

The packing houses on a previous occ1- 
sion won a somewhat similar case against 
the tax collector, but then the tax was 
much higher than the $200 tax. Collector 
Stewart is confident he will be victorious 
in the present case. He wil] be repre- 
sented in the litigation by Solicitor Black. 

The packing houses involved are Swift 
& Co., Armour Packing Company, Nel- 
son, Morris & Co., Hammond Packing 
Company, Cudahy Packing Company and 
the Schwarzchild & Sulzberger Beef Com- 
pany.

“Captain” Campbell was a member of 
Atlanta camp, No. 159 United Confederate 
Veterans, and came from one of the fore- 
most South Carolina families. Soon after 


the war in 1866 he came to Georgia and 
settled in Newton county, where he mar- 
ried.‘ About 1874 he came to Atlanta and 
has lived here since that time. He has 
served in various clerical positions under 
the clerk of the house of representatives 
and the secretary of the senate. 

The funeral will take place at 2:30 
o'clock this afternoon from his late resi- 
dence, and a detail from the Atlanta 
camp of veterans will attend. The inter- 
ment will be in the Confederate Veterans’ 
lot at Westview.

BLOW 1S AIMED 


AT ASSOCIATION 


Southeastern Tariff Association 
May Be.in Danger 


LONG BILL 


Anti-Trust Measure in Alabama 
Legislature, Which [Has _ Al- 
ready Passed the Houece, 

Is Aimed at Associa- 
tion in That State. 


The life of the Southeastern Tariff As- 
sociation, the combination of insurance 
companies controlling rates and commis- 
sions in the southeast, is said to be en- 
dangered by the anti-trust bill now in ihe 
hands of the insurance and tanking 
committee of the Alabama senate. The 
bijl, which is fathered by Representative 
Long, is aimed specifically ut the Scuth- 
eastern Tariff Association of Atlanta, and 
if enacted into law will compel the asso- 
ciation to withdraw from that stute. In 
this event local underwriters exprees some 
doubt about the future of the assccia- 
tion, and it is the opinion cof many that 
the companies will not care to longer con- 
tribute to its maintenance with cniy tnree 
stateg in its jurisdiction. 

The Long bill takes the } Jace of the 
Pettus bill, which was recently kil:ed in 
the Alabama legislature, and it has al- 
ready passed the house, the vote tn its 
favor cast Tuesday morning being almost 
unanimous, It is thought, however, tnat 
the bill will have a hard time passing the 
senute, as ther is mucna resistance to 
it. The board of trade of Birmingham 
has sworn enmity toward the Southeast- 
ern Tariff Association, and President 
ONeill and Attorney Tomlinson, of that 
body, have been in Montgomery fighting 
for its passage. 

When the Southeastern Tariff Associa- 
tion was first organized many years ago 
it had all of the states of the southeast, 
including Louisiana, in its jurisdiction, 
but by means of anti-compact and anti- 
trust laws it has been compelled.to with- 
draw from Virginia, South Carolina, Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana. If the Long bill 
becomes an enactment the association will 
have only three states left—Florida, Geor- 
gia and North Carolina. It employs a 
secretary at a salary of $2,500 a year, sev- 
eral specials at $1,800 and a ormaney ex- 
pert and an electrician. 

Jealousy of Atlanta as a great insur- 
ance center is responsible for the anti- 
tariff legislation in most of the states. 
Among New Orleans fire insurance men 
the sentiment against Atlanta has always 
been strong, and the underwriters there 
never relished the idea of having the 
business supervised by Atlanta. They 
had a bill drawn and passed—the Hagger- 
ty anti-compact measure—which compels 
the Southeastern Tariff Association to 
evacuate Louisiana. The Alabama trou- 
ble can be laid at the door of Birming- 
ham. In that city there has long been a 
clamor for lower rating, the Birmingham 
property owners claiming that they were 
paying rates three time as high as those 
prevailing in Atlanta. The Southeastern 
Tariff Association sent one of their special 
agents to Birmingham to go over the sit- 
uation and see how the rates could be re- 
duced. He reported that in order to get 
the lowest rating it would be necessary 
that many improvements be made in the 
Birmingham fire department and addi- 
tional apparatus and engine houses be 
purchased. After some parly a faction 
in the board of trade of that city began 
to make a fight on the Southeastern Tar- 
iff Association, deciaring that it was a 
trust. 

A bill prepared by Representative Pet- 
tus aimed at trusts was killed and the 
Birmingham people then got behind the 
Long bill, which prohibited insurance rate 
combination, and succeeded in having it 
passed unanimously. 

One of the local insurance men said yes- 
terday: 

The Southeastern Tariff Association 
is not a trust because the companies 
that are members do not pool profits. 
It is simply a combination to get ad- 
equate rates based on experience. 
Many companies operating in the 
southeast are not members of the 
Southeastern Tariff Association, and 
no attempt is made to crush them out 
of business. Without combination in 
rate making the insurance situation 
would be chaos, and the result will be 
the weak companies will go to the 
wall and a few strong ones survive. 
The history of all anti-compact leg- 
islation is that local companies are 
killed off. When a local compact law 
was passed in Ohio forty local compa- 
nies could not survive the resu:ts and 
failed or were reinsured. The fate of 
the New Orleans local companies at 
the preseit time is problematical, as 
a result of the abolition of tariffs in 
that state.
